GERMANS CROSS MARNE 


Fighting Continues With 
TO WEST OF RHEIMS 


Fierce Intensity — When- 


ever the Americans Got to 
Grips With Germans the 
Latter Were Beaten. 


With the American Army on the 
Marne, July 15.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—The German prisoners cap- 
tured in the counter attack by the 
Americans at the bend on the Marne 
number between 1,000 and 1,500. They 
include a complete brigade staff. 

The American troops drove the 
enemy back all the way to the railway 
ekirting the Marne in the region south- |

@ congratulatory message this after-| 
noon to the American general com- 
manding the forces whith beat back 
the enemy. 
Germans Couldn’t Face Steel. t 
The Germans southwest of Jaulgonne 
this morning crossed the river with a 
rush and promptly started to fight 
their way to the south, having as their 
objective a point about nine miles dis- 
tant. The Americans and French held 
up this advance to such an extent that 
two hours after the time set by the 
enemy for reaching his objective he 
was still far away from it. 
While fighting in the open con- 
tinued heroically the American coun- 
ter attack was organized. ‘Light ar- 
tillery was hurried into position. It 
concentrated a heavy fire at short 
range and when this fire had ceased 
the American infantry dashed from 
cover and met the oncoming Boche. 
Machine gunners moved forward and 
lying on the ground poured a stream 
of bullets into the enemy. The fierce- 
ness of the fire brought the Germans 
up short. 


They would not face the steel and, 
hesitatingly at first, finally broke aoe | 
fell back. Within three hours the 
Americans had driven them two ang a 
half miles to the Marne. 


Fighting Still in Progress. 

The fighting continues with fieres | 
intensity in this district, while the bat- 
tie rages with equal ferocity on the 
right, where the French are reported 
to have delivered a smashing blow 
against the enemy. From this section 
ef the battle front it appears that the 
German offensive, at least, for the time 
being, has been bedly shattered. | | 

The Americans now command the 
river front at the bend. At the left 
of the bend, the famous German Tenth 
division has made repeated attempts 
all day to cross, but all assaults have 
been smashed by the splendidly direct- 
ed fire of the American gunners, and 
mot a single German had succeeded in 
getting over at this point up to 9 
o'clock tonight. 

The Germans are heavily shelling the 
American forces, but are getting shel! 
for shell in return, and their fire 
seemed to be diminishing. 

American machine gunners along the 
river assisted materially in breaking 
up the Surly Boche plans, for they 
stuck to their posts and poured deadly 
streams of bullets into the enemy, and 
only withdrew when.their guns were so 
hot they could not be fired. 

Piled up German Dead. 

One group of machine gunners hap- 
pened to be in a place where the Ger- 
mans were anxious to erect a bridge, 


but their efforts were futile. The 


American, bullets piled up the German 
dead on the opposite side of the river 
every time the enemy started to cross.

13 is mot included in the address 
of. this ‘reply for the reasons 
stated to you orally at our meet- 
ing on July 13, namely: That in 
the past and now, it has been and 
is the settled practice and policy 
of this company to meet only with 
employees of the company or rep- 
resentatives in the employ of the 
company, representing all or a 
part of the employees; that this 
practice and policy is expressly 
approved by the war labor con- 
ference board in its principles and 
policies to govern relations be- 
tween workers and employers, as 
specifically set forth in Section 2, 
under the head of “Existing Condi- 
tions” on page 6 of the official 
pamphlet issued by the United 
States department of labor, en- 
titled, “National War Labor Pro- 
gram,” and being as follows: 
Existing Conditions. 

2 In establishments where union and 
non-union men and women now work 
and the employer meets only with em- 
ployees or representatives engaged in 
said establishments, the continuance of 
such conditions shall not be deemed a 
grievance.” 

For the purpose of assisting in a 
clear understanding of the princi- 
ples governing the company in its 
reply to the specific requests made 
by you in your communication 
dated May (7?) 13, I desire to re- 
state the company’s attitude on 
this general subject, which was 
stated by me fully and in detail 
orally in our meetings of July 12 
and 18. 

Prior to June 24, 1918, the rail- 
way department of this company 
was, and was well understood to 
be, a strictly non-union establish- 
ment: it had for years made it a 
condition that it would not employ 
in its railway department persons 
who were members of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Street and 
Electric Railway Employees of 
America or retain in its employ 
those who became members; this 
policy was distinctly stated to and 
definitely understood by those ac- 
cepting employment with the com- 
pany; was a part of the considera- 
tion and condition of employment 
and was agreed to by the em- 
ployees. 

The reasons for this policy were 
in the opinion of the ‘company 
based on sound principles and ad- 
herence to the policy essential to 
the proper performance of its du- 
ties as a public carrier. However, 
under the changed conditions now 
existing, I do not consider it worth 
while to state these reasons. 

The president of the United 
States, by his proclamation issued 
on April 8, 1918, affirmed the ap- 
pointment of a national war labor 
board, adopted and approved the 
reports of the war labor confer- 
ence board of March 29, 1918, in- 
cluding the principles and policies 
to govern relations between work- 
ers @nd employers for the dura 


ing employees:

GERMAN ASSAULT 
QUICKLY STOPPED 
TO EAST OF RHEIMS 


London, July 15.—The great German 
attack was definitely held up on the 
whole front east of Rheims five hours 
after it was launched, according to the

miles, The Marne in this district is only 
a small river; it is shallow and can 
easily be crossed in the early morning 
mists. Its loss to the allies, however, 
deprives them of a fairly valuable de- 
fensive land mark. 

The battle began with a wholesale 
bombardment inaugurated about mid- 
night along the whole front from 
Chateau Thierry to Massiges, except for 
a narrow sector around Rheims. This 
intensified bombardment of the French 


trench mortars by the thousands, also 
was reinforced by a long-range bom- 
dardment of the back areas on a scale 
greater than ever heretofore attempt- 
‘ed. This back area bombardment was 
systematically directed along the line 
‘of Chalons, Montmirail and La Forte- 
Sous-Jouarre, and the map shows that 
this line is located from twelve to 
eighteen miles behind the French front. 
This is evidence that long-range guns 
of the most powerful and far-reaching 
variety must have been used in num- 
bers greater than ever before. 
Germans Attacked in Mist. 

The bombardment lasted until 4:30 
o’clock. Then came the German attack, 
launched at dawn under the cover of 
the morning mists, which are particu- 
larly heavy in the Marne valley. The 
French communications, however, were 
well maintained throughout the morn- 
ing, and news of German penetrations 
here and there came through promptly 
to the general staff, enabling proper 
disposition of the reserves to be made 
rapidly and accurately. 

The general view of the men who 
watched the progress of the battle 
from afar was that the Germans have 
lost some of their punch since their 
last big attempt, for nowhere did the 
present attack gain the sweeping suc- 
cess which their previous efforts yield- 
ed them. 

By midafternoon the entente mili- 
tary experts were actually feeling op- 
timistic, although the danger was not 
yet over. But it was evident that the 
first big rush hed failed to yield the 
Germans anything like the results 
which might have been expected. One 
reason probably is that the attack this 
time had no element of surprise; for 
General Foch knew of the German in- 
tention days in eadyance, and the French 
made their plans for it last week. 

Even in the main region where the 
Germans made their most important 
gain they have not reached the high 
ground south of the Marne, which is 
strategically very important. 

In their previous attacks the Ger- 
mans used one division to each mile of 
front, hence it is estimated that they 
are using at least sixty divisions in the 
present operations, which would mean 
between 700,000 and 800,000 men. 


ALLIES CONTINUE. 
TO HOLD THEIR OWN 
ON BATTLE FRONT 


Paris, July 16.— The allies continue 
to hold their own, according to the 
latest advices received here tonigh 
along the battle front in France, an

Toward Chateau Thierry, between 
that place and Dormans, where a large 
valley divides the countryside, they 
made an immense effort to cross the 
Marne in order to break through the 
allied defenses, 

No Attack on Rheima. 

The reason the German infantry did 
not attack in the vicinity of Rheims 
probably was because the crown prince, 
whose armies are bearing the brunt of 
the offensive, hoped by attacking each 
flank to turn the strong position sur- 
rounding the cathedral city. 

The extension of the enemy’s line of 
attack to the eastern limits of the 
Champagne seems possibly an endeavor 
to secure his right flank and to attract 
ententé allied reserves from other 
parts of the front to that battleground. 

The French opposed a firm barrier to 
an advance in that direction, although 
the ground in many places was well 
suited to the use of tanks. 


CREDIT IS GIVEN 
TO AMERICANS. 


Paris, July 15.—In the desperate 
fighting which is reported in the offi- 
cial communication from the war office 
tonight the American troops are given 
the credit for driving back the Ger- 
mans who had succeeded in crossing 
the Marne southwest of Fossey. — 

In the long sector between Dormans 
and Rheims Franco-Italian troops are 
reported to be resisting the German as- 
sault valiantly, and east of Rheims the 
enemy attack has met what is charac- 
terized as “an irreducible defense.” 

The statement says: 

“The German attack launched this 
morning at 4:30 o'clock continued 
throughout the day on both sides of 
Rheims with equal violence. 

“West of Rheims desperate engage- 
ments were fought in the region of 
Reuilly, Courthiezy and Vassy, south 
of the Marne, which the enemy suc- 
ceeded in crossing at several points be- 
tween Fossey and Dormans. 

“A epirit counter attack oarried 
out by the American troops drove back 
on the right bank of the river enemy 
contingents who had reached that bank 
southwest of Fossey. 

“Between Dormans and Rheims the 
Franco-Italian troops resisted with 
tenacity along the line of Cantillon Sur 
Marne, Cuchery, Marfaux and Bouilly.

Germans Attacked at Daylight. 

The German attack was made at 
daylight on the American positions 
west of Chateau Thierry and came 
after a most violent bombardment of 
high explosives and gas shells through- 
out the night. The American troops 
sought shelter wherever it was avalla- 
bie. When the enmy appeared, 
the Americans swarmed out and met 
the attackers with a rain of machine 
gun bullets. 

The Americans wore their gas masks 
as they fought the attacking Germans. 
An enemy bombardment of towns in 
the rear of the line began shortly after 
6 o'clock a. m. 

The American machine gunners 
let the enemy come cloge to their posi- 
tions and then opened a deadly fire 
into the advancing close formations of 
Germans. 

In their attack on the Marne front 
the Germans threw many bridges 
across the river. Over these the Ger- 
mans passed under a withering fire 
from the artillery, . 8 

It is clear that the German attack 
in the Vaux region completely broke 
down under the American counter at- 
tack. 

The operation at Vaux appeared to 
be a feint, for soon after it began the 
Germans attacked all along the Marne, 
where they were gallantly opposed by 
more of the American troops and the 
French. 

Americans Died Where They Stood. 

The first crossing was made at the 
peak of the big river bend. The 
American machine gunners and in- 
fantrymen fought and died where they 
stood here. 

Others of the American troops with- 
drew strategically as the enemy at- 
tacked from east of Chateau Thierry 
to along the Marne, east of Dormens, 
making additional crossings. 

Shortly after 11 o’clock one of the 
American infantry regiments launched 
a counter attack in the region of 
Conde. 

Heavy shells from German naval

AMERICAN VICTORY 
TOLD TO THE COMMONS. 

London, July 15.—Andrew Bonar 
Law, chancellor of the exchequer, an- 
nounced in the house of commons to- 
night that the Americans had captured 
a thousand or more „ south 
of the Marne after having driven back 
the enemy. 

Mr. Bonar Law read the following 
communication to the house: 

“The enemy attacked early this 
morning on a front of 90 kilometers, 
pretty evenly divided east and west of 
Rheims.

Camp. Wheeler Chaplains 

Join Gen. Lyon in Fighting 
ciation’s Efforts for Rigid 
Observance Sunday Clos-:

Macon, Ga., July 15.—(Special.)— 
Two actions were decided upon today 
by the Macon Ministerial association in 
its campaign to enforce Sunday clos- 
ing in Macon, one being a decision to

Private McCauley enlisted in the in- 
fantry when he was 17 years of age. 
He seen three years’ service on the 
Hawaiian islands, and when his four- 
year term was out, he was placed on 
the reserve list and spent several 
months here with relatives, but when 
the Mexican trouble arose was called 
back into service. He was among the 
first American soldiers, to land in 
France, with General Pershing’s forces. 
He landed there on July 3, 1917 there- 
fore, has seen twelve months’ actual 
service in France. He was a member 
of headquarters company, 26th infan- 
try. 

In a recent letter written to his 
mother young McCauley said in part: 
“This leaves me fine and dandy and 
enjoying the best of health. With plen- 


ty to eat and big guns to keep me 
company, for we are on the front now, 
and, believe me, we sure do hear the 
big guns, but the more they shoot the 
better I feel, for I know that means go 
home sooner. I only hope that I can 
live until the war is over and then I 
can come home happy.

It was also pointed out that a few 
of the statehouse officials hold ex-offi- 
cio positions, with salaries attached, 
thereby giving such officials a total 
compensation more in keeping perhaps 
with present-day living conditions; 
and that any bill seeking to carry out 
the suggestion of increasing the sala- 
ries be framed upon an equitable basis 
with regard to those who are by law 
the beneficiary of two salaries. 

Representative L., C. Brown, of 
Clarke county, followed these sugges- 
tions with a bill to increase the sala- 
ries of those officials who do not hold 
ex-officio positions, and separate bills 
were introduced in both houses to fix 
the salary of the governor of Georgia 
at 810,000. 

The Brown bill comes up as a spe- 
cial order today. 

The commercial and industrial inter- 
ests of this country are paying good 
salaries for good men.

The government of Georgia 
is a great operating institution. 

In its conduct it demands the best

UNWISE LEGISLATION. 


The bill now pending before the house 
ways and means committee, known as 
house bill No. 661, designed to tax liens 
owned by non-residents, is a perfect ex- 
ample of what a tax bill ought not to be. A 
tax meagure, to be justified, should produce 
revenue and should not cause business dis- 
turbance. These two tests are vital. This 
bill fails by both standards. 

Foreign capital is not like real estate. 
It is not tied fast to Georgia. It is as vola- 
tile as air and as free moving as water. It 
comes here solely because it seems profitable 
to do so. It stays here for the same reason. 
It is a commodity which, like cotton and 
corn, will seek and find its best market. 
Tax the profit away and it will disappear. 

As an example, consider the ordinary 
farm mortgage. This tax idea is not new. 
It has been tried in other states and business 
foresight has guarded agdinst its possibil- 
ity here by the insertion in the usual mort- 
gage form of a provision which will at once 
mature the entire debt upon the enactment 
of legislation of this character. [If this bill 
becomes law the immediate result will be 
the withdrawal of this invested capital, and 
the tax will produce no revenue for the very 
adequate reason that the subject matter of 
the tax will have disappeared. 

Consider the other side of the picture— 
the effect of this upon the Georgia farmer. 
Very many thousands of our farmers have 
financed their business with foreign money. 
If such a measure as this is enacted these 
numberless farmers are inevitably going to 
be compelled to find new loans to pay off 
those which will have been driven into 
some other state. The farmer who is ralis- 
ing food and the vital necessities of the na- 
tion, must stop now and refinance his busi- 
ness at once. Somewhere he must find the 
money to save his farm from foreclosure, 
and find it not next fall, after harvest, but 
right now. He will not be able to get it 
this time outside of our state, for this law 
will be as effectual a barrier against the 
entrance of new money as it will be an ef- 
fectual agent to expel the old. A condition 
of extreme hardship and hopeless confusion 
will inevitably result in every county of the 
state. 

What is perhaps the most perilous ele- 
ment of all, however, is the fact that the 
step once taken and its logical consequences 
once felt, no mere repeal will restore us to 
our former condition. This money will go 
away reluctantly and regretfully, but it will 
surely go, and once gone and once become 
invested in another state it will have no in- 
ducement to return and risk a repetition of 
its recent experience. 

No one can fairly object to a just and 
legitimate tax measure affecting such ac- 
tivities as are the target of this bill. There 
are tried and proved measures of accom- 
plishing this result; but in simple justice to 
ourselves we must not forget that we need 
foreign capital, and that what we need will 
come to us and stay with us only as we 
offer to it a fair and attractive field. When 
Georgia no longer needs such capital and 
when it feels the desire to get rid of it, then 
such a law as this may justly be enacted— 
not with the aim to raise revenue, however, 
for it will always fail to do this, but can- 
didly and frankly, with the purpose of driv- 
ing the foreign investor away from us. 


THE SALARY INCREASE BILL. 


The bill providing for a general increase 
in the salaries of statehouse officials will 
come up for consideration in the house of 
representatives probably today. 

In dealing with this measure the legis- 
Jature can well afford to be liberal. 

Under existing conditions of living, to 
say nothing of the present extraordinary 
high cost of all of the necessities of life, it is 
next to impossible for any one of the state- 
house officials, from the governor down, to 
keep his expenses down to the proportions 
of his salary. 

The salaries under which our state offi- 
clals of today are working were fixed, for 
the most part, at least, many years. ago, 
since which time virtually the whole plan 
of living has been changed. The increases 
asked for are reasonable enough, and there 
is every reason why the legislature should 
grant them. 

In this connection The Constitution calls 
attention to that feature of the committee’s 
favorable report on this measure, which 
recommends that the salaries of the mem- 
bers of the railroad commission be increased 
from $2,500 to $3,000 a year, while those of 
the prison commissioners be raised from 
$2,000 to $3,500 a year. In other words, the 
committee recommends an increase of $500. 
a year—to $3,000—for the railroad commis- 
sioners, and $1,500—to $3,500 a year—for 
the members of the prison commission. 

This seems to be manifestly unfair to the 
railroad commission, especially in view of 
the fact that the railroad commissioners are 
required to be at their posts of duty more 
continuously than are the members of the 
prisoh commission; and their work certainly 
is fully as arduous, fully as important to 
the public and fully as exacting in point of 
ability required to properly attend to ft, 


The Constitution suggests this not in the 


slightest degree as detracting from the 
merits of the proposed increase for the 
prison commissioners, which is reasonable, 
just, proper and in every way fully war 
ranted. But if it applies to the one it should 
apply in the same measure to the other. 

Increase the pay of the prison commis- 
sioners to the amount recommended by the 
committee, by all means; but at the same 
time increase the salaries of the railroad 
commissioners to the same amount. 

The other salary increase recommenda- 
tions are altogether reasonable and just; 
and, amended as we suggest, the propos 
schedule should be enacted into law.

Editor Constitution: If house bill No. 651 
becomes a law it will bring untold disaster 
upon the state of “Georgia. This bill has 
| been introduced by Representative John B. 
Swords and Seaborn Wright, and has been 
referred to the ways and means committee. 
It provides that “all debts, notes, bonds, ac- 


counts and other evidences of debt secured 
by recorded deeds to or mortgages or other 
liens on real or personal property, where 
said deeds, mortgages or other liens are 
owned by à non-resident of this state, shall 
be subject to state and county taxation in 
the county in which said deeds, mortgages 
and other liens are recorded in this state.” 
The advocates of this bill fondly imagine 
that they are dealing only with people who 
have made loans to our farmers. t the 
language of the bill covers every instrument 
of writing on the records of this state 
which evidences or secures any sort of a 
debt. It covers loans on farm lands, loans 
on real estate in the cities, all debts due 
for the purchase of agricultural implements 
and machinery, all debts for commercial fer- 
tilizers, all debts for live stock, all debts 
in any sort of a transaction where any 2 me! 
of any sort is now upon the records or that 
may hereafter be put upon the records as 
evidencing or securing such debts. 


The language of the bill covers every 
trust deed in every courthouse in every 
county of the state securing any issue of 
bonds, whether such trust deeds secure is- 


sues of bonds for building railroads, street 
car lines, power plants or manufacturing 
or industrial plants of any sort whatever. 
The aggregate of indebtedness secuted by 
trust for the development of this state dur- 
ing the past ten years is enormous, 


It. is estimated that the farm loans in 
Georgia at this time amount to $40,000,000. 
Competent judges say that the loans on 
Atlanta real estate cannot be less than §25,- 


000,000, When you add to these amounts 
loans on property in Savannah, Augusta, Ma- 
con, Columbus and all the other cities of 
the state, you will have a total of at least 
$100,000,000 of real estate loans. 


Would Stop Outside Money. 
* I am satisfied that money is coming into 
this state now for investment at the rate 
of perhaps $2,000,000 per month. If this bill 
becomes a law, this flow of money will stop 


instantly. During October, November and 
December farm loans aggregating at least 
$6,000,000 will fall due in this state. Not 
one of these loans will be extended, but 
collection will be forced in every case. The 
same thing will be true with all maturing 
loans upon city property throughout the 
state. hat the situation will be as to the 
men and women in other states who own the 
securities of railroads and other industrial 
enterprises based upon trust deeds recorded 
in this state, whose money went to the de- 
velopment of the great enterprises of the 
state, is beyond my imagination. 


It is a well-known principle of law that 
personal property must be taxed where the 
owner of it resides. This bill undertakes 


to reverse this principle entirely and makes 
the place of taxation the residence of the 
individual, firm or corporation which exe- 
cutes the loan deed, mortgage, trust deed 
or lien of any other sort. Any well informed 
lawyer will say that such a law would be 
unconstitutional. It will be unconstitutional, 
but this does not help the situation at all. 
The passage of such a law will drive every 
non-resident lender out of the state. No 
non-resident lender will do business in a 
state whose legislature passes a law of this 
sort. There are ample opportunities for the 
investment of money in the other forty- 
seven states. Not for one moment will they 
consent to have placed upon them this un- 
just and illegal taxation. These non-resi- 
dent lenders all pay taxes where they live 
upon their investments, and they will not 
submit to double taxation. As rapidly as 
ossible they will call the money due them 
ere and invest it elsewhere. The effect of 
this upon the state of Georgia will be ap- 
palling. . 

If the legislature should make the mis- 
take of passing this bill I predict that the 
governor will be compelled to call an extra 


session before January 1 next for the pur- 
pose of repealing the law. This is just as 
certain to happen as the sun is sure to rise. 
In the meantime, the damage will have been 
done. Outside lenders will have been so 
frightened that it will be years before. they 
will again haye sufficient confidence to ven- 
ture into the state. Men who like myself 
have spent nearly forty years in bringing 
money into the state will have to go out of 
business. Farmers in the country and prop- 
erty owners in the city who have mort- 
gages upon their holdings will have no 
source from which they can get funds with 
which to pay maturing loans. The money 
in the state of Georgia available for this 
purpose is not a drop in the bucket. The 
development of the state would be brought 
to a standstill, and this at a time when the 
boll weevil has begun its deadly work and 
1 * in the midst of the greatest war of 
a me. 


Would Undo Work of Years. 
If the members of the legislature who 
favor this bill knew the struggles that have 
been necessary during the past forty years 


to bring money into this state, they would 
stand aghast at their own position in this 
matter. When I first entered the loan busi- 
ness, in 1880, the average value of land in 
Georgia was $5 per acre. The first long- 
time loans made in this state cost the farm- 
er a commission of 20 per cent, with an 
annual interest rate of 8 per cent. After a 
fight of nearly forty years we have brought 
the interest rate down to 5% per cent and 
the commission charges to a basis ranging 
from 5 per cent to 7 per cent on a five-year 
loan. If this bill becomes law we will re- 
vert to the conditions of 1880. The farmers 
will pay any sort of interest for money and 
any sort of commissions in order to save 
themselves from ruin. All our work during 
the past forty years will go for naught. It 
is inconceivable that this thing can be done 
I do not believe the fair-minded men in thé 
legislature will stand for it one moment. 


The state of Iowa is using nearly $400,- 
000,000 of farm loan money. The state of 
Georgia has been able to get only about 


$40,000,000, and this bill would run that 
away. The average wealth of an Iowa 
farmer is ten times as great as the average 
wealth of a Georgia -farmer. Georgia is 
about the same size as Iowa in area and 
population, yet the development of that 
state has been ten times as great as the de- 
velopment of this state. We need millions 
upon millions of new money in Georgia. We 
cannot develop without it. When we began 
business in Georgia and offered loans at 8 
per cent interest and 20 per cent commis- 
sion, the farmers took the money because it 
was the best thing they could do. I my- 
self, in 1881, secured from the commissioner 
of agriculture a written statement to the 
effect that the farmers were paying for their 
supplies on time prices, which were seventy- 
odd eer cent greater than they could have 
bought for cash. We used this statement 
in developing our farm loan business. 


It will not do to rely upon the federal 
land banks. The farm loans of the United 
States amount to four billion dollars. This 


means that loans aggregating eight hun- 
dred million dollars fall aus cock — 
Working with all their might, the federal 
land banks were able to take only ninety 
million dollars in loans in one year. Not in 
twenty-five years will they be able to ab- 
sorb all the farm loans of the country. In- 
deed, they will never be able to do it, be- 
cause the act restricts them to loans of a 
certain class and of certain amounts. The 
land banks have been dangerously near the 
point of breaking down, as every well- 
mformed man knows. They have been com- 
pelled fo increase the rate of interest on 
their loans and on their bonds. They were 
compelled to go to congress for help, and 
congress agreed to purchase two hundred 
millions dotiars of farm loan bonds during this 
year and next year. They have been able 
to fill only a very small percentage of the 
applications for loans made to them. 
The Federal Loan Banks. 

I am the friend of the federal land banks 
and have been from the beginning. 
law that gave these banks. to the people 
is a Woodrow Wilson law and a democratic 
law, and for these reasons I have always 
been friendly to it. Furthermore, I have 
realized that we are not getting enough 
money in the state of Georgia, and that we 
need mote money all the time, more than 
the farm loan concerns can furnish and more 


than the fed land banks alone can fur-

hand. We can fill a need which by 
reason of the character of the busi- 
ness is really beyond the scope of 
your ability to render service. We 
recognize that there are many cases 
which you can and will serve more 
effectively than we can. It is an es- 
tablished fact that in Europe, where 
farmers have been served for years by 
the system akin to that which we are 
now introducing, there exists today, 
and: have existed continuously, inde- 
pendent companies which have a field 
distinctly their own upon which no 
government system has been able to 
encroach. It is our hope to eventually 
place the four states in our district 
on a parity, agriculturally, with the 
best states of the middle west. Nec- 
essarily we can do this only in part, 
and we hope and expect that the mort- 
gage companies will work, with us 
and do their share to bring About this 
result. We expect to work in har- 
mony with the mortgage companies 
and co-operate with them in any mat- 
ters of mutual interest legislative or 
otherwise, and we want you and other 
mortgage companies in the south to 
feel at all times that there should be 
not only no antagonism, but instead 
as high a degree of friendly co-oper- 
ation as it is possible to bring about.” 
You will see, therefore, that the president 
of the federal land bank at Columbia un- 
derstands the necessity of bringing into 
this state and district all the money that 
can possibly be brought. His attitude, as 
shown by the above letter, ought to put to 


shame those who are attacking the estab- 
lished business of the loan concerns who 
have spent years and fortunes in an honest 
and earnest. effort to furnish the farmers 
and property owners of this state with the 
money that they have needed. 

As certain as this law passes we will 
revert to the conditions of 1880. Are the 
people of this state ready for .that? Is 
there a man in the legislature who wants 
this condition to come upon us again? The 


advocates of this bill may think they are 
doing something that will please the farm- 
ers. In my opinion the farmers are not re- 
sponsible for this legislation. The borrow- 
ing farmers want nothing of the sort. We 
have nearly 5,000 loans on our books made 
to Georgia farmers, and if I had the time 
in which to do it, I could have a letter from 
every one of them denouncing the proposed 
legislation and calling upon their represent- 
atives to defeat it. he men proposing this 
legislation misrepresent the farmers in this 
matter, and if the law is passed they are 
going to hear from them in no uncertain 
terms. 
Halt to Development. 

The effort is made to limit the operation 
of this bill to loans to farmers. The home- 
owners and property owners in the cities 
of this state do not know that this thing 
is going on in the capitol. When they do 
awake to it they will be heard from. If this 


bill passes it will put an end to all real 
estate development in all the cities of the 
state. The burned district in Atlanta will 
not be built up in ten years. The great fire 
destroyed 2,000 homes, and on every home 
was a metal ie | and practically every mort- 

ge was held by a non-resident lender. 
The fire insurance collected paid the loans, 
and the vacant property stands there until 
prices become normal, when the owners ex- 
pect to rebuild with borrowed money. What 
will the owners of these 2,000 burned homes 
think of the legislature when they set out 
to borrow money to rebuild their property 
and find not a dollar available? What will 
the owners of the big office buildings in 
Atianta and the other large cities of the 
state say when their loans of $100,000, $200;- 
000, $300,000, yes $1,000,000, fall due and the 
great insurance companies in the north say 
you must pay up? Let us not make the mis- 
take of thinking that this bill applies only 
to new money coming into the state. It 
applies to every dollar now loaned in the 
state, to every debt now evidenced by writ- 
ing on the records, to every bond issued 
under eve trust deed on record. All this 
vast sum of money will come up to be taxed 
next year and for every year thereafter 
until the owners of the money have suc- 
ceeded in making their collection and ex- 
tricating themselves from their bad invest- 
ments in the state of Georgia. The purpose 
of the bill is to tax every recorded debt in 
the state of Georgia. 


It is said by the advocates of this act 
that they do not believe that these non- 
resident lenders pay taxes where they live 
on the loans and investments which they 
have in this state. Who are these non- 
resident lenders? ‘They are principally the

Big Cotton Crop of 1918 
855 Being Dumped on Market — 


Editor Constitution: The present cotton 
crop has been produced at greater expense 
than any in the history of the south. The 
gathering and handling will be done under 
extreme difficulties and at very high cost.. 
The government forecast is for a 15,000,000 
bale crop. If this should turn out to be true, 
and no effective measures are taken to 
finance the crop, it means disaster. 

In the state of Arkansas there are about 
forty cotton centers. If forty corporations 
were organized at these various centers, 
having an average capital, of $50,000 each 
allowing $10 per bale as a margin, 200,000 
bales of cotton could be purchased by these 
corporations. In this way the purchase and 
control of about one-fourth of the cotton 
production of Arkansas would be provided 
for. Each of these corporations would have 
a buyer, who should acquire all of the sur- 
plus cotton in its territory. and the cor- 
porations, by working together, could be 
able to prevent cotton being dumped on the 
market at inopportune times. 

Our merchants and bankers should be 
as vitally interested in this, or some similar 
plan, as the farmers themselves. If this 
plan were immediately put into effect in the 
cotton-producing states, the corporations or- 
ganized under it should make a reasonable 
profit for themselves and prevent the repeti- 
tion of what occurred in 1914.

Says Time to Call a Halt in 


Copper Company Legislation 


Editor Constitution: How long will the 
Georgia legislature permit its valuable time 
to be taken up by the paid lobbyists and 
attorneys of a foreign corporation, making 
a football of this matter through every leg- 
islature, when the same has been settled 
by the highest court in our land? 

They are the ones moving in this mat- 
ter and compelling our citizens and farm- 
ers to leave their crops and journey to At- 
lanta to fight the paid lobbyists and attor- 
neys of this wealthy foreign corporation to 
protect their rights and their property from 
annihilation. 

This matter is a lawsuit, and should have 
no place in the legislature, taking up its 
valuable time and wasting the taxpayers’ 
money. On the one hand we have the 
state, whose domain is being ravaged, and 
her citizens, whose timber, orchards and 
crops are being destroyed; and on the other 
hand the Ducktown Sulphur, Copper and 
Iron company, a wealthy Tennessee corpora- 
tion eagerly working to make big divi- 
dends for its wealthy stockholders. 

This case was heard on its merits by 
the supreme court of the United States and 
decided in Georgia's favor twelve years ago, 
and should not now be reopened by the 
legislature, thereby starting anew all this 
litigation. 

This high court has said in no uncertain 
language that our citizens and our state 
are entitled to the relief sought and pro- 
vided the means of relief, and our property 
owners are sick and tired of being hauled 
to every legislature by the copper company 
in their efforts to undo the United States 
supreme court’s decree in this important 
matter. 

These same agents are now before the 
legislature with a resolution, asking our 
law-making body to enact a special law in 
their favor, that will greatly modify the 
state’s decree in the United States supreme 
court, and permit them to liberate more gas 
and thus do more damage to the property 
of Georgia citizens. This is set for hearing 
before the commissioner on mines and min- 
ing of the senate Tuesday, the 16th, at 8 
p. m. 

They first made application to the United 
States supreme court for a modification of 
the state’s decree, basing this new and 
unusual move as an urgent war measure, 
claiming that by, turning loose in the air 
more fumes they could thereby make more 
sulphuric acid, so useful in munition manu- 
facture. This high court evidently saw 
through the camouflage, since the court's 
decree simply means that they must make 
acid, and more acid, out of these waste 
fumes and thereby not destroy Georgia veg- 
etation. So that the court refused their 
application by adjourning without passing 
on it. 

Being turned down by this high court, 
we next see them before the governor ask- 
ing Governor Dorsey to grant them what 
the United States supreme court had refused 
to do; Governor Dorsey refused also to act, 
and they now have the assurance to come 
before the law-making body of our people 
asking the legislature of the state to cre- 
ate for them a special law virtually setting 
aside the United States supreme court’s de- 
cree for the protection of our citizens and 
our state. 

This corporation has heretofore refused 
absolutely to treat with the state in this 
matter, preferring to take its chances in 
litigation, and it did litigate to the limit 
and lost, and now has the nerve to ask our 
legislature to set aside this hard-won ver- 
dict and thus open anew all the flood gates 
of litigation in this matter, that may never 
be ended in the life time of the living. 

It is time to call a halt!

Boifeuillet to Announce 
His Decision Tomorrow. 


The question as to whether or not Col- 
onel John T. Boifeuillet, of Bibb, would 
enter the race seemed to be the peculiarly 
interesting one of the moment. 

Colonel Boifeuillet, who had returned 
from Macon during the afternoon, was gen- 
erally reported to have decided definitely to 
enter. 

This was the incentive for nervous activ- 
ity on the part of the close political friends 
of some of the other candidates. 

It is no secret that they began working 
on Colonel Boifeuillet with all the influence 
they could command, advising him to stay 
out of the running, and some of them even 
charged that his entry could only result 
in strengthening the already formidable 
Hardwick strength in Georgia. 

On the other hand, the influences upon 
Colpnel Boifeuillet to enter came from all 
sections of Georgia, and he was advised 
many times during the day that fully 80 
per cent of the anti-Hardwick vote in Geor- 
gia, known to be greatly in the majority, 
counting the popular vote, had not yet made 
a decision as to who to support for United 
States senator in the September primary— 
which is more than fifty days off. 

A delegation of the former supporters 
of Mr. Dean, who retired from the running 
recently, came down from the mountains, 
it is said, to urge the well-known Bibb man 
to announce his candidacy at once. 

Many of the Harris supporters openly 
charged that the preponderance of influ- 
ences being brought upon Colonel Boifeuillet 
were steered by the Howard forces, for the 
purpose of “snatching south Georgia from 
Harris.” 

The Howard men in the lobby declared 
their candidate had already made such in- 
roads on the Harris following in south Geor- 
gia that they now conceded the bulk of that 
territory to the fifth district congressman, 
and that they were just as anxious for the 
entries to close with those already running 
as anybody else— 

And thus the battle raged.

One Candidate for Senate 
Looking for an Editor. 


Emmett Shaw is on the war-path— 

“Any man who questions my loyalty to 
my government; any newspaper editor who 
publishes the statement that I made slurring 
remarks about President Wilson in my 
speech at Fitzgerald on the Fourth of July, 
and any man who circulates verbally or as 
a paid advertisement such a report must 
answer to me personally. Mud-slinging may 
pass in campaigns, but slander-slinging shall 
not, and no newspaper man or any other 
kind of a man can get by with such“ 

It was getting hot. I excused myself 
for a breath of fresh air— 

But Shaw, who is a candidate for the 
senate, continued to push the Kimball mer- 
cury to the top of the tube. 

He had a coterie of politicians about him, 
and at last accounts had declared that 
he would demand an apology from an edi- 
tor, and also from an opposing candidate 
who circulated what the editor had said. 

It all came about because a daily paper

Will Urge Revision of |. 
Georgia’s School Districts. 


Governor Dorsey is preparing and will 
submit to the legislature within the week 
the reports of and a special message on the 
district agricultural colleges in Georgia, 
with the recommendation that the state be 
at once redistricted with regard to her 
school districts. 

There are twelve school districts—the 
game as there are congressional districts, 
and at present these districts conform 
largely to the boundaries of the congres- 
sional districts. 

This is, for obvious reasons, a mistake. 

It is frequently the case that boys at- 
tending these @istrict schools have to ride 
60 or more miles te the school of their own 
district—thereby prohibiting their attend- 
ance except as full-term boarding students, 
while the school of another district is per- 
haps only 15 miles distant. 

By redistricting, the distances can be 
made practically uniform, and in every 
district many of the sections would thus be 
nearer some agricultural ‘school than at 
present. 

This is extremely important. Georgia is 
primarily an agricultural and stock-growing 
state. These industries are on the increase. 
They are demanding the most scientific meth- 
ods in their successful operations. In the 
reconstruction days after this war Georgia's 
agricultural. interests will develop as they 
never have before.

Legislation Meets With 
Favor. 


The bill of Senator Walter P. An- 
drews to provide for the inauguration 
of the governor on the first Monday in 
January, was tabled by the upper house 


of the legislature at the Monday morn- 
ing session by a vcte of 23 to 6. 

This bill is a constitutional amend- 
ment, and would require for its pas- 


sage the regular two-thirds majority. | 


So, therefore, the tabling was not done 
in a spirit of hostility to the measure, 
but to allow it to be brought up when 
there would be a larger attendance 
than that present Monday. 

Changes in Inauguration Date. 

The bill provides that the inaugura- 
tion of the governor would take place 
the first Monday in January, instead 
of the Saturday folllowing the fourth 
Wednésday in June, as is now the case. 
It provides that a state election board 
be organized, to consist of the secre- 
tary of state, president of the senate, 
president pro tem. of the senate, and 
Speaker of the house, whose duty it 
shali be to meet the first Tuesday in 
December following the election and 
canvas the returns. In case no candi- 
date receives a majority, or in case of 
digpute, the board will have the power 
to convene the general assembly which 
will elect the governor. 

Senator Andrews, in support of the 
Dill, said that although it would cut 
six months from Governor Dorsey’s 
term, he heartily indorsed it, on the 
grounds. that the governor, by taking 
office at this early date, would become 
familiar with his duties by the time 
the legislature met, and could present 
to them a more comprehensive report. 

President Olive left his chair to op- 
pose the bill. He stated that he was 
particularly opposed to the section 
which referred to the legislature being 
convened to elect the governor, and did 
not think that the people of the state 
would stand for it. He also stated that 
the bill was a radical step. 

The joint resolution by Senator 
Moore, of the third, to eliminate local 
legislation from the legislature and to 
provide other machinery to care for it, 
was uanimously passed. This resolu- 
tion was immediately transmitted to 
the house for action upon it. 

The resolution provides that a com- 
mittee of three of the senate, to be ap- 
pointed by the president, and three of 
the house, to be appointed by the 
speaker, meet and draw up a bill to 
eliminate local legislation from the 
general amssembly, and to provide for 
other machinery to take care of it. 

Great Saving to State. 

Senator Moore, in discussing his res- 
olution, said that it would be a great 
saving to the state, as a great deal of 
the time of the legislature is now taken 
up by the discussion of local legisla- 
tion which does not interest the state- 
at-large, but only certain localities. It 
would also, according to the senator 
from the third, prevent candidates to 
the senate and house from running 
upon purely local platforms and require 
them to make their race upon state 
issues. 

The report of the special committee 
to investigate the appropriation list 
of the state was read before the sen- 
ate. This committee consisted of the 
governor, attorney general, superin- 
tendent of schools and two members 
of the legislature—Senator Carswell 
and Representative Hall.

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CONFERENCE ON FLAK 
CALLED BY GOVERNOR 


Prominent Farmers, Business 
Men and Newspaper Editors 
Meet Here Saturday. 


By James A. Hollomen. 
Goyernor Dorsey will send out. invi- 
tations today to several hundred prom- 
inent farmers, business men and news- 
paper men of Georgia, to meet in con- 


ference in Atlanta next Saturday to 
discuss the question of a new textile 
industry, based upon recent tests in 
southeast Georgia in the growing of 
flax. 

These tests, which have been scien- 
tifically conducted upon various soils, 
sandy loam, hammock, ordinary pine 
cut-over and so on, have demonstrated, 
it is said, that Georgia grows better 
flax than Ireland, and equally good as 
that grown in Belgium and Holland. 

Large areas of flax have been grown 
in the northwest for the seed only, the 
latter being used in the manufacture of 
linseed oil, but this flax is short and 
stubby, and of no practical value as to 
fiber. The Georgia flax, on the con- 
trary, is equally as valuable for seed, 
and is of peculiar value for fiber. 

The flax tests in southeast Georgia 
were made from Child-of-Riga seed, 
imported from Russia, which country 
has heretofore supplied the largest 
amount of flax fiber to the linen manu- 
facturing industries of Europe. Dis- 
turbed conditions ip Russia have stop- 
ped the growth and exportation of flax 
fiber to the Irish mills, and at this time 
practically all of the mills in Ireland 
and Scotland are idle. 


ing paid for ordinary grades of flax, 
| while flax seed today are selling for 
'from $4.50 to $6 a bushel. 

| The growing of flax, it is said, re- 
quires very little handling. So'wn broad- 
cast like oats or wheat, it exterminates 
the weeds. It is a rotational crop, and 
can be grown successfully on the same 
land only once in four,years. It is 
the product that forced Europe to rota- 
tional farming. 

As to the manufacture of linens, it is 
said that cotton mill looms can be used 
in the manufacture of linens. Spin- 
ning plants are necessary, however, for 
the preparation of the yarn. 
| The conference being arranged by 
the governor is for the purpose of stim- 
ulating interest in the production of 
flax and also to look into the practi- 
cabllity of establishing plants for the 
spinning of the yarn and manufacture 
of the linens, and possibly to the mov- 
ing of some of the closed Irish plants 
to Georgia.

“Gordon’s Own” Division Is 
Probably Blocking Path of 
Germans in Their Last Ma- 
jor Drive, Says a Letter 
From Lieutenant Robt. F. 

i Maddox, Jr. | 


That the  LEighty-second division, 
trained at Gordon and well known to 
Georgia, has completed its training 
course behind the lines in France and 
has at last taken over a sector of its 
own to defend against the Huns, was 
‘disclosed Monday in a letter from Lieu- 
tenant Robert F. Maddox, Jr., of At- 
lanta, who is now on the staff of Brig- 
adier General Marcus D. Cronin, of 
“Gordon’s Own” division. 

The letter was received by Lieuten- 
ant Maddox’s father, Robert F. Maddox, 
prominent Atlanta citizen and president 
of the Atlanta National bank. It con- 
tains many interesting topics, chief of 
which is the news that the Eighty- 
second division, now part of the Second 
Army corps, has been occupying its 
own sector for a number of days, and 
probably is now blocking the progress 
of the Huns in their last major drive. 

The letter is dated June 20, and is as 
follows: 

In Beautiful Spot. 
The inclosed postal card gives a typical 


scene in our village. The civilian popula- | 


tion has almost disappeared and in its 
place one finds soldiers and nationalities 
of every description. It is on one of the 
famous rivers in France, which is not very 
wide here, but it broadens out as it goes 
on down the valley. Across the valley there 
is a beautiful level plain, beyond that woods, 
and in the background one of the strong- 
est fortifications of France stands out 
against the sky line. Following the road 
to the left you go up a steep cliff and on 
the summit stands the chateau that is at 
present our home. It is a wonder in its 
architecture and antiquity. There are enor- 
mous trees in the woods and beautiful 
flower beds are scattered everywhere. 

“There are many aeroplane camps in 
the valley, and it is not an uncommon 
sight to see 60 up at the same time. The 
sky is real “sky blue“ here and when the 
sun sets in the west it turns to a bright 
purple and then red gold. 

“They say now that this is a war of 
movement, and I believe they are right. 
Since I wrote you last we have spent three 
days and two nights on the train. We 
left our former area at 10:30 a. m. Sunday 
mornig and entrained at for a desti- 
‘nation unknown to us. Of course, as 
think I have told you before, traveling 
over here in war times is not exactly as 
it is on the Pennsylvania Limited or on 
the ‘Seaboard Express.’ All of our person- 
nel—horses, men and equipment—travel on 
the same train. The little boxcars are sup- 
posed to hodl 40 men or eight horses, but 
as we were not crowded for room, we only 
put 32 men, or six horses in each car. 
There were 21 officers on our train and 
we were all in one car about one-half the 
size of a street car. I spent most of the 
time on the train riding on top of some 
of the timbers on the flatcars. Every- 
where we stopped the people gave us hot 
coffee, and as our train passed under 
bridges, etc., the peasants would throw us 
flowers. One girl threw me a particularly 
fine bouquet of flowers. It was composed 
of a center of blue corn flowers, then a 
ring of white corn flowers and a back- 
ground of red poppies, so you see the en- 
semble was quite patriotic in color. 

Tuesday night at about midnignt, some 


man stuck his head in our compartment 


and said he wanted to see at once one of 


rs from our headquarters. I tried 
4 — up as quickly as possible and 
almost fell out of the door trying to get 
out, as I thought for sure the Germans 
were upon us. He gave orders for detrain- 
ing the troops The train was to stop agai 
at a point two miles further on and the 
we were to unload the train and march 
about five miles to our billets. We had 
to have an automobile and I set out to find 
one. The place was pitch dark and I Know 
I fell a number of times before I got to 
the place where I could use 3 telephone. 
Finally with the assistance of a French- 
man I got in touch with the French com- 
mander of the area and he was only too 
glad to let us have a car to tako us to 
our billets. 

Now at Fighting Front. 

‘We are now about 11 miles from the 
front, and it is held by Americans (thank 
goodness)—at this particular point. Our 
training is now supposed to be over, and 
our next step is to take over a sector. 
Of course I cannot tell you, for special 
reasons, the exact date we take over the 
sector, but by the time this letter gets to 
you, you will know that we have been in 
the liaer for a good many days, 

‘They said that this was a fairly quiet 
sector before the Americans came in, but 
now there is something doing all the time. 
Our headquarters are temporarily located 
in a very beautiful chateau overlooking the 
M— river. We can hear the guns very 
distinctly, but as yet none of the shells 
have landed in our vicinity. I rode into 
town yesterday and coming back I heard 
someone call out my name, and looking 
around I saw a very familiar face in an 
aviation uniform. He turned out to be a 
boy named Lawson, who is in an American 
esquadrilie which is located just a few 
hundred yards from our house. He was in 
my class at Hotchkiss and played on the

The next time I write I will 
tell you whether or not I will make up my 
mind to try and get into the aviation corps, 
but at present I have no such idea. 

“All the Atlanta boys are well. Give 
my regards to all my friends in Atlanta. 
I have met a lot of girls over here, but 
none of them can compare with those I 
left behinw.“

Sam is really about the last of the 
old guard. He is just a few months 
short of fifty years old. He.was born 
in Australia and came here when he 
was 20 years old, but is a naturalized 
citizen. 

Sam probably gained his greatest. 
fame when he successfully piloted Jack 
Johnson to the heavyweight champion- 
Ship ten years ago. It was he who went 
over the top with the colored heavy- 
weight and attained for him a chance 


at the title at Sydney when it seemed; 


as though Tommy Burns would never 
consent to the meeting. After knock- 
ing out Burns in fourteen rounds, John- 
son proved ungrateful, as two weeks 
afterwards he lat Fitzpatrick out as 
his manager. 

Twenty-two years ago Sam Fitzpat- 
rick took Kid Levigne to London, where 
he met Dick Burge for the world’s light 
title.

Sam took Sharkey to London in 1902, 
where he fought Gus Ruhlin there dur- 
ing the coronation of King Edward. 
Sam also once managed Peter Jackson. 
He handled him in his fight with Jim 
Corbett in the memorable 61-round bat- 
tle. before the California Athletic club 
of San Francisco. He took Peter to 
London in 1890, where he defeated Jim 
Smith, then heavyweight champion of 
England.

On the shores of the Arctic and 
White seas the small international en- 
tente force, which has been holding the 
railroad terminal at Kola and Mur- 
mansk, has been considerably rein- 
forced and is understood to be advanc- 
ing southward along the railroad to- 
wards Vologda and Moscow. It is ad- 
mitted officially that there are some 
A lꝗerican sailors and marines in the 
neighborhood of Kola, but it is not 
known that they are participating in 
this southward movement, and it is 
doubted whether, in the absence of spe- 
cial instructions, tney would do so, un- 


less it were necessary as a defensive 


measure. 
Finnish Sentiment Changes. 


Reports from reliable sources in 
Sweden indicate a surprising change 
of sentiment among the Finnish people 
toward their German-controled govern- 
ment, making it impossible for that 
government to raise any volunteer 
troops to attack the entente force on 
the line of the Kola-Moscow railroad. 
This has greatly relieved the minds of 
officials, who realize that this railroad 
could be held only b ya very large 
force if attacked from Finland. Cut- 
ting off communication in that way 
would greatly endanger the position of 
the entente forces on the Murmansk 
coast when winter comes. 

With Finland practically neutral, 
and the local population in the Mur- 
mansk country coming to the aid of 
the entente forces, it is believed that 
the allies now are reasonably sure of 
of being able to maintaih a channel 
of communication with central Rus- 
sia and Siberia against any German 
attack, a, 

The protest of the Lenine govern- 
ment against the entente operations in 
the north is believed to have been a 
mere formality made possibly to sat- 
isfy the Germans, who are endeav- 
oring to control the Bolshevik gov-~- 
ernment. Officials say it will not be 
entertained because the entente does 
not recognize the Bolshevik as the 
real government of Russia and per- 
sists in regarding that nation as still 
in the war on the side of the entente, 
regardless of the peace treaty of Brest- 
Litovsk. * 

Czecho-Slovaks Gain. 


The reported capture of “the impor- 
tant city of Kazan, about 450 miles east 
of Moscow, by the Czecho-Slovaks, fol- 
lowing preceding reports of Bolshevik 
victories in that quarter, is regarded 
as of great importance as indicating 
the speedy extension of Czecho-Slovak 
control to the whole trans-Siberian 
railroad system east of the Ural moun- 
tains. This cohtrol would place the 
cities of Moscow and Petrograd almost 
completely at the mercy of the holders 
of the Siberian railroad for their food 
supplies.. i

In deference to the expressed 
wishes of the president of the 
United States, this company on 
June 24, 1918, decided and announc- 
ed its intention to respond to the 
president’s request, and as of that 
date and continuing for the dura- 
tion of the war, has adopted and 
will comply with the plan, princi- 
ples and policies contained in the 
report of the war labor confer- 
ence board. 

Because the official publication 
may not be readily accessible to all 
the employees, of this company, I 
desire to set forth herein an ex- 
tract from such report containing 
the general principles and policies 
adopted, as follows: 

“Principles and policies to govern re- 
lations between workers and employers 
in war industries for the duration of the 
war. 

“There should be no strikes or lock- 
outs during the war. 

Right to Organize. 

“1. The right of workers to organ- 
ize in trade unions and to bargain col- 
lectively through chosen representatives 
is recognized and affirmed. This right 
shall not be denied, abridged or in- 
terfered with by the employers in any 
manner whatsoever. 

“2. The right of employers to organ- 
ize in associations or groups and to 
bargain collectively through chosen rep- 
resentatives is recognized and’ ar- 
firmed. This right shall not be denied, 
abridged or interfered with by the 
workers in any manner whatsoever. 

3. Employers should not discharge 
workers for membership in trade unions, 
nor for legitimate trade union activi- 
ties, 

“4. The workers, in the exercise of 
their right to organize, shall not use 
coercive measures of any kind to in- 
duce persons to join their organizations, 
nor to induce employers to bargain or 
deal therewith. 

Existing Conditions, 

1. In establishments where the union 
shop exists the same shall continued, 
and the union standards as to wages, 
hours of labor and other conditions of 
employment shall be maintained. 

2. In establishments where union 
and non-union men and women now 
work together and the employer meets 
only with employees or representatives 
engaged in said establishments, the con- 
tinuance of such conditions shall not 
be deemed a grievance. This dectara- 
tion, however, is not intended in any 
manner to deny the right or discourage 
the practice of the formation of labor 
unions or the joining of the same by 
the workers in said tablishments, as

The company will not submit to 
coercive measures of any kind to 
induce its employees or any of 
them to join such organizations, or 
to induce it to bargain or deal with 
such organizations. The company 
will not in any way deal with the 
Amalgamated Association of Street 
and Electric Railway Employees, 
or „ such union or associ- 
ation. t will at any time receive 
a committee of its own employees 
only who may desire individually 
or in a group composed of its em- 
Ployees to present any matter with 
reference to the conditions of their 
employment. The members of such 
committee may or may not be 
members of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation of Street and Electric 
Railway Employees or other union. 
But whatever may be their union 
affiliations the company will meet 
and treat with them as employees 
and not as members of the Amal- 
gamated Association or other 
union as such. The company will 
not deal with officers of the Amal- 
gamated Association or other 
union as such whether employees 
of the company or otherwise. 

In short, this company will, from 
and after June 24, 1918, and for the 
duration of the war, follow the let- 
ter and the spirit of the. national 
War labor program agreed to by 
the war labor conference board, 
approved by the president in his 
Proclamation of April 8, 1918. ö 

I understand that the members 
of your committee are all em- 
ployees of the railway department 
of this company and represent 
yourselves individually and a group, 
but not all of the other employees. 

With reference to the specific re- 
quests made in your communica- 
tion, this company relies as fol- 
lows: , 

1. As stated to you orally and as 
heretofore communicated to the 
employees themselves, this compa- 
ny will restate, with full senirity, 
rights, such of the employees in 
its railway department as have 
been dismissed by it since April 8, 
1918, for membership in the Amal- 
gamated Association of Street and 
Electric Railway Employees of 
America, o~ other trade unions, ex- 
cept those few among them who 
were dismissed for other reasons or 
whose: services were otherwise un- 
satisfactory, provided application 
is made at once. That as to these 
few the company is willing to dis- 
cuss with a committee of its em- 
ployees the reasons why their serv- 
ices were unsatisfactory, ‘and if 
these reasons are not accepted by 
the employees’ committee, the com- 
pany will be willing to have this 
question referred for adjustment 
to the national war labor board, 
and ‘will abide by its decision. 

2. At the time these men were 
dismissed such dismissal was in ac- 
cordance with the settled and well 
understood policy of the company, 
and in accordance with the contract 
of employment. Consequently there 
is no duty or oblgation on the 
company’s part to pay such of 
these menas are reinstated during 
the time when they performed no 
work or service for this company. 

However, in order to evidence 
this company’s intention to fully 
abide by the principles agreed to 
by the war labor conference board, 
the company will pay such of the 
men whom it reinstates who have 
been dismissed since April 8, 1918, 
for joining the Amalgamated As- 
sociation, an amount equivalent to 
the sum they would have earned 
had they continued in the employ 
of the company from the time of 
their dismissal subsequent to April 
8, 1918, to the time of their rein- 
statement, not later in any case 
than July 13, 1918. The payment 
will be at the wage rate now in ef- 
fect for the number of hours they 
would have worked, based upon the 
platform time made by.such men 
during the month immediately pre- 
ceding their dismissal. All pay- 
ments on this account are to be. 
reduced by whatever sum was 
earned by such person from his 
labor during the period when he 
was not working for this company. 

The period is limited to July 18, 
1918, because an announcement was 
made on or about June 29, 1918, by 
the writer to a group of the em- 

Ployees that the company would 
reinstate these men, and because 
further on July 12, 1918, written 
notice was given to each of these 
men that the company would re- 
instate them, provided application 
for such reinstatement was made 
at once. 

The intention of the company to 
pay for time lost as above set forth

Mr. Becker declined to comment on 
the interviews, except to say that he 
had questioned both men regarding 
their knowldge of German expenditures 
to influence American sentiment before 
this country declared war. He said the

Mail in Germany, were part of a fed- 
eral inquiry intended to reveal who 
were the recipients of some of Ger- 
many’s “untold millions’ spent here 
with the hope of keeping the United 
States out of war. 

He declined to say whether the con- 
ferences had any direct connection 
with the prosecution of Dr. Edward A. 
Rumely, alleged to have bought The 
Evening Mail in 1915 for the German 
government.
